Shakespeare was an Englishman, which means that 


he was a mongrel from the racial point of view. Who 
can sort out all the intricate confusions of race that have 
occurred in the British Isles from neolithic da>s, on thru 
Roman, Saxon, Danish and Norman invasions, and allow- 
ing for all the foreign migrants, merchants and refugees'' 
What is English or British is not their blood, but behavior 
and tradition of speech and habits.

It is the man 01 
the woman, the creed or the conduct that matteis, sheep 
and goats are distributed fairly evenly among the nations 
In any case, we are all descended from Adam or the 
apes, and he who condemns a whole nation condemns 
his kin.

the fact that the committee appointed In the Amenean 
Iron and Steel Institute at the instance of President Hard- 
ing is scheduled to report this month. It will be remcm- 
bered that the President invited a number of the leaders 
of the steel industry to dine at the White Houso and that 
he asked them to abolish the twelve-hour shift in the in- 
dustry. 


Many efforts have been made to end the tci\ he- 


hour working day in the steel mills. 
Other industues 


also operate on this schedule, bul none is so prominent 01 
so influential 
Steel is basic, and it affects the -ua1- of 


living to a ^ast number of people. 
Nothing commend* 


the twelve-hour day except the fact that it is the pres- 
ent practice. Engineering opinion is against it on tech- 
nical grounds, as v\as pioved in the lecent cornpielien- 
give report made by the National Engineering Council. 


The .strongest argument against it 
however 
is 


that men who expend all tncir energies during Uvehe 
hours of laboi in the steel mills have neither time nor 
energy left to be citizens or even responsible fatheis ot 
families. 
The exceptional individual mav, of coin so, use 


above any handicap, but the mass o' men aie crushed 
and deadened by a sjstem which requires them to spend 
twelve hours at hca'.y labor. The success of this Ameri- 
can experiment in self-government is thus jeopardized. 
so fai as the steel mdustrj is concerned, by an mdustiial 
circumstance which pi events men from developing their 
native intelligence. 


Conditions have changed bince President Harding 


summoned the steel men to the Wnite House lat>t Ma>, 
and labor has become relatively scarce. 
The change 


from the two-shift to the three-shift clay often compels 
an enlargement in the number of workers emploved. 
even tho the increase discovered bv the engineers in 
plants which had used both sv stems was far smaller than 
might be expected 
This economv is altiibuted to the 


fact that the man who workt> only eight hours ottcn ac- 
complishes more within that period than does the worker 
employed on a twelve-hour shift.
